confronting Japan with the Amer- 
ican Standard Oil firm ceasing sales 
in Japan and the prospect arising 
that Dutch East Indies shipments 
might be curtailed under the Anglo- 
American-Dutch economic  sanc- 
tions. 

Churchill, rejecting categorically 
in the House of Commons demands 
for appointment of a British pro- 
duction czar, warned the British 
against undue optimism or pessi- 
mism. 

He said that invasion danger will 
again become acute Sept. 1, that 
Russia is resisting German attack 
with “immense _ strength,” that 
Britain, with American aid, is forg- 
ing ahead in the battle of the At- 
lantic, that ship production exceeds 
world war figures, that German air 
superiority has been broken, and 
that bombing of Germany has been 
doubled, will be redoubled in an- 
other three months and then 
doubled again in the ensuing six 
months. 

He warned, however, that Ger- 
many retains great striking power 
and that it would be “madness” to 
Suppose the United States or Rus- 
sia would win the war for Britain. 

“We stand here still champion,” 
he said. “If we fail, all fail. If we 
fall, all fall.” 

Simultaneously, foreign secretary 
Anthony Eden warned against a 
new Nazi peace offensive and said 
that when peace is won Britain has 
no plan for ruining Germany or 
any other nation economically but 
that Germany must be prevented 
from threatening the world again. 


REMOUNT SERVICE EXPECTS 
TO RESUME PURCHASES 
ABOUT SEPTEMBER 


The Remount Service expects to 
resume the purchase of horses for 
the Army about September 1. Def- 
inite plans are now being prepared. 
It is expected they will be complet- 
ed and can be announced publicly 
in all parts of the Western Remount 
Area not later than August 15. 


For the benefit of those persons 
who have horses which they think 
may do for the Army, it is desired 
to call attention to the following: 
Horses must be gentle, both to ride 
and to handle. No matter how’ good 
a horse may be otherwise, if he is 
not gentle he will not be bought. 
With many thousands of recruits 
coming into the service the Army 
cannot and will not accept any- 
thing but well broken horses. 


Horses purchased must have 
straight legs and be good movers at 
the walk, trot and gallop. Horses 
that pace or Single-foot, but will 
not trot, cannot be accepted. 

Horses must show some breeding. 
Good rugged thoroughbreds or half 
breds are preferred. If either thor- 
oughbred or half bred resigsration 
papers are available they are desir- 
ed and normally will be rewarded. 

Horses to be purchased in this 
area will be almost entirely cavalry 
horses. The specifications for cav- 
alry horses are as follows: 

Age—Four to eight years, inclus- 
ive. 

Sex—Geldings are preferred, and 
since only 5 per cent mares can be 
purchased under any circumstances 
it will be most unusual for us to ac- 
cept any. Any mare that is pur- 
chased at any time will have to be 
a very outstanding individual. 

Height—l15 hands (60 inches) to 
16 hands (64 inches). 

Weight—975 to 1150 pounds. 

Color—Bay, brown, black, and 
chestnut. No “off-colored” horses 
can be accepted, such as grays, pin- 
tos, light roans, palominos, appa- 
loosa and dun. 

Price—Ranging from $150 to $175, 
depending on the value of each in- 
dividual horse. This will be paid 
the owner for the horse delivered 
to the shipping point. 

General—Horses must be sound. 
Horses that have any unsoundnesis 
such as curbs, spavins, large splints, 
etc., cannot be accepted; nor can 
those with vices such as cribbers, 
windsuckers or weavers. 

Past experience indicates that 
there is an ample number of suit- 
able horses in this area. There- 
fore, in applying the specifications 
above quoted, there is neither any 
need nor intention of lowering the 
standards which have _ previously 
prevailed. If anything, specifica- 
tions will be more rigidly applied in 
the future than they have been in 
the past. 


RURAL TEACHERS SCARCE

NET RESULTS OF LEGISLATURE’S WORK IS 
1,284 NEW LAWS; ONLY 92 MEASURES 


KILLED BY POCKET VETO 


SACRAMENTO (\P)—Statisticians 
adding up the legislative score to- 
day found that California will have 
a total of 1284 new laws as a re- 


sult of the 1941 regular session of |

Culbert Olson 
pocket vetoed 92 measures as his 
bill signing period came to an end 
last week, the figures showed he

In all, the legislature passed 1,-
